Why To Grow Alfalfa 


Because it can be grolwn over 
the widest range of soil and cli¬ 
matic conditions of any legume as 
yet gtflotwn in Canada. We are 
now growing it n every province 
from the Atlantic to( the Pacific. 

Because Canadian-grown seed 
of hardy types is available at a 
reasonable price. Alfalfa from 
Canadian-grown seed is growing 
successfully at Fort Vermilion in 
northern Alberta, a distance of 
six hundred and forty* miles north 
p/f the international boundary, 
where it experiences tempera¬ 
tures as low as sixty-five dlegrees 
below, zero. 

Because a stand of alfalfa, once 
established, continues )to yield 
paying crops for many years- 

Because the average yield of 
cured alfalfa hay for all of Can¬

Above all, secure goxul seed of a 
known hardy strain. Buy hardy 
Canadian-gjrown seed) and avoid 
the danger of losing your crtolp by 
winter killing. Grimm and On¬ 
tario variegated are hardy varie¬ 
ties and seed of these is available 
in commercial quantities. Oossack 
and Baltic are also hardy, but 
seed is not available in large 
quantities. 

Landl should be as fre e as pos¬ 
sible of weeds fo\r sulecess with 
alfalfa. Once established alfalfa 
can take care of itself, but it is a 
poor weed fighter in the seedling 
stage. Alfalfa should therefore 
follow a hoied crop or be seeded on 
land otherwise treated to free it 
friom weeds. 

Where alfalfa has not; been 
grown before, inoculation of the 
seed 1 is necessary 1 . The inoculat¬ 
ing material with full instructions 
foir its use may be obtained free of 
charge from the Domlnilo'n Bactet- 
iologist, Central Experimental 
Farm Ottawa, or from the bac¬ 
teriology department of several of 
the agricutural colleges. 

From 16 to 2,0 pounds of good 
seed to the acre should be quite 
sufficient for most Canadian con¬ 
ditions. In the Prairie Provinces 
eoiisidrably less will give a good 
sisnd. 

Seed either with oir with >ut aj 
muse crop, but is a nivse-.rop is 
Used it should not be sown at ore 
than one-third to otne-half the us¬ 
ual rate lotf siding, ar *d if it is 
likely to lodge it should be cut 
for green feed. Stoo'ks or coil^ of 
the. harvested nurse-crop should 
not be allowed to remain in one 
place Noire than two or three days. 

Best results are usually obtain¬ 
ed! by seeding when the soil has 
become well warmed up, but be- 
for the ho/t and frequently rather 
dry periods of late July and the 
rmotath of August. 

Under no condition should a 
new stand of alfalfa be pastured 
the first year- If it makes too 
much growth t should be clipped 
high with a mower and the clip¬ 
ping allowed ta remain on the 
ground. It should gio into the 
winter with about a fbot of 
growth.
